Other cities of the United States re- 
veal strange motives for marital in- 
felicity. It 
has remained for the 


United States census bureau to collect 
tfce particulars of these freak divorces 
and compile them into a government 
report. For two years 120 agents of 
the census bureau have searched the 
court records of the country for odd 
•nd unusual features to divorce suits. 
The results of these two years' labor 
are soon to be presented in official 
form. With them will be presented the 
usual statistics revealing the growth 
of the 
divorce evil 
in the 
United 


State*. 


Chicago, as the reputed "divorce cen- 


ter" of the nation, will continue to hold 
Iwr unenviable record, with 
132 dll- 


Torces granted for every 100,000 of 
population for the last twenty yetus. 


As an Indication of how many appli- 


cations for divorce have been filed and 
not granted, thje second ten year period 
for Chicago will show 49,058 applica- 
tions a? against 31,785 decrees. 


COMPARISON 18 MADE. 


To appreciate the proportion of Chi- 


cago divorces to population totals, the 
figure* from other cities may be com- 
pared. Boston promises'«3 divorce* In 
the 100,000 of population; Philadelphia 
•ft and New York 50 divorces. In the*e 
•cures, however, one may not read the 


story of comparative marital unhappi- j 
ness in these cltfse. 
The New York 


law, 
for one, is such as to show the 


smallest proportion of divorce to the 
amount of domestic infelicity, 
it is 


only wTiere virtue is conceded simply 
because a man and his wife live to- 
gether the cat and dog life that others 
refuse to tolerate, that these compara- 
tive figure's have a show at suggest- 
ing community morality. 


However, divorces are on the In- 


crease in the cities, they show a great- 
er ratio of Increase in the country dis- 
tricts,'almost without exception. Why 
this situation exists has been account- 
ed for by the possibility that the life 
in country districts— in closer relation 
with the faster life of the cities—has 
caused the farmers' wives to rebel 
more strongly and effectively against 
the hardships and monotony of the 
farm. 
' In spite of the increase In the num- 
bers of divorcee, Judge Robert Taylor 
of the Federal Court of Ohio recent- 
ly called attention to the fact that 
never 
before in the history of the 


country had it been easier for a man 
to have a plurality of wives with less 
risk to his liberty. Under the Judge's 
observations this might be a condition 
tending to lessen the applications for 
iivorce, only that In the divorce rec- 
ords now being canvassed it is shown

The new husband should remain wlth^

WHEN LEGALLY DEAD. 


Chicago is another likely place if the 


divorced man seeks a second venture. 
When he tires of this second venture, 
the Judge advises his going to Arkan- 
sas, which has a system of automatic 
divorce accomplished by desertion; In 
that State the absence of wife or hus- 
Oand for five years makes the absentee 
member of the family legally dead. In 
Arkansas the man married In Chicago 
arid leaving his bride there may sue for 
divorce on the ground of desertion, fill-. 
ing the requirement of law by publish- 
ing the summons to the defendant in 
some obscure corner of an 
obscure 


weekly paper.

NO RULE OF WAR. 


At The Has;ue the remarks of General 
Horace Porter had & keen significance 
here.

J>lnd the President to wait for actual 
offensive preparations If he knew that 
war had been declared by any nation. 
The fact Is that war Is an elastic mat- 
ter. 
It does not merely consist of a 
foreign nation actually sending a fleet, 
say to the Atlantic or Pacific Coast?: 
The existence of a state of war is a 


question for the State Department and 
the knowledge It may have-obtained 
from its secret agenU abroad. 
The 
point made was that General Porter has 
precluded any chance of the United 
States' being taken unawares by. taking 
up the rules foj war with any hard and, 
fart features that would give an enemy 
tha Advantage and especially If the en- 
emy be characteristically unscrupulous. 
The preparations of the United States 


will be added to' materially by the bat- 
tleships themselves so far as the west 
coast is concerned. 
It Is assumed here 


by officers that every one of the battle-' 
ships going to the Pacific will have 
more than sufficient magazine suppll**. 


COAST WELL DEFENDED. 


The opportunity at least Is given for 


the sending to the coast of unlimited 
supplies, but the work that has been 
done within the past few months has 
secured a. considerable lot of defensive 
material already for the coast 'and the 
Philippines. 
The plan was so well 


worked out that there was no chance of 
leaving 'the coast defenseless for the 
benefit of the Philippines. 
The offi- 


cers here who know the facts say that 
supplies were gotten to the coast to 
lake the place of those sent to the 
Philippines, and that the process is a 
continuing one. The plans for this 
transfer and re-supply, !t is understood, 
were formulated by the War College at 
Newport. 
The members of the General Board, 


of which Admiral Dewey Is chairman, 
are now at Newport, so there appears 
to be a close agreement and harmony 
between the works -of the transports "on 
the coast and the Navy Department.

States or applicants for naturalization 
papers, and they must be able to speak,

After an applicant Is sworn In at a« 
recruiting station he receives a portion 
of his uniform nt once and in a few 
days he is spnt to his rendezvous. Her* , 
he is placed In a training squad-and Ills | 
Instruction In the duties of a soldier { 
begins. Re-enlisted men are allowed to 
choose th» post to which thev would be 
sent. New recruits may specify whether 
they desire to remain In this country • 
or go to the Philippines, ana they wla 
be assigned accordingly. After a. month 
of dillllng 
and 
learning tbe routine 
duties of the soldier, he will bo assigned 
to guard duty, and after three months . 
at the icndezvous ho Is ready for regi- 
mental woik 
WHAT IS EXPECTED.

Thus It Is se«n thnt 
extensive arrangements have been made 
for the soldier's comfort, and it may 
be said that young men will rare)v find 
so many conveniences at hand, with so 
little cost, as in the army.

Not Looseness of Laws, 


Were Responsible. 


SAN FRANCISCO, July 13.—"The 
frauds in public lands have ceased 
nearly altogether on account of the 
recent prosecutions of certain million- 
aires i ndlfferent parts of the coun- 
try. 
Men are afraid nowadays 
to 


engage in such criminal conspiracies 
to get large tracts of public homo- 
etead lands for J1.25 an acre when 
they may be eent to the penitentiary 
for it. Frauds were due to a large 
extent because of the lax methods of 
the administrative officers, not 
be- 


cause of the looseness of the laws." 


This Is the way that Major John 


F. Lacey, for twenty yearn a member 
of Congress, who is visiting at Berke- 


ley, 
epeaks of the late frauds. Major 


Lacey represented an Iowa district In 
Congress and was for fifteen years 
chairman of the committee on pub- 
lic lands and for ten years a member 
of the Indian committee. He Is con- 
versant with the needs of the Western 
states in all matters of forestry re- 
serves, game laws, irrigation, public 
lands and mining laws. Major Lacey 
says that the area of forestry lands 
of the United States is equal to the 
combined areas of the states of Mis- 
souri, Iowa and one-half of Arkansas, 
It was during his term in Congress 
that the Government started to take 
an interest in the preservation of the 
forests, 
as 
the 
watershed of tho 


streams, and that acta were passed to 
reserve the lands and protect, tho for- 
ests. 


CALIFORNIA'S INTEREST 


"Th© 
matter is of the greatest In- 


terest to California," said Major L.a- 
cey yesterday, "for the state has a 
greater area ot forestry 
lands than 


than any state in the Union. 
The 


Immense watersheds of the Slorra Ne- 
vada range have been reclaimed by 
the Government, and the future wa- 
ter supply of the state is assured. The 
springs 
and 
headwaters 
of 
tho 


streams of the state are protected, and 
forests—which mean their existence—- 
are kept from the hand of the lum- 
berman, 


"At the present time the Govern- 


ment Is directing its energy toward 
preserving the game of the different 
Western states by making the forest 
preserves a place where there Is a 
closed season the year 
around. 
In 


this work the authorities have met 
with a lot of peaay sectional jeal- 
ously, which has prevented thalr ideas 
being carried out 
Sflll, a tew of the 


national forests have been set aside 
for game, within the confines of which 
no one is allowed to shoot 
In this 


way any buffalo, elk aid other ani- 
mals which used to range the moun- 
tains of the Western states by the 
million, will have a chance to multi- 
ply and be saved from extinction by 
the rifle In the hands of the hunts- 
man.

Infected milk is given as the cause for the deaths of fhree infants 


in an Alameda baby farm. The coroner's jury who returned this 
verdict did not even censure the proprietors of the place. 


Baby farms are a pernicious evil which do not even have one 


redeeming trait. The environments of the places, the nature of their 
inception and everything about them is an abomination. Many 
States have tried-to solve the problem, of safeguarding the natural 
evils of these places and failed. The Sufferers are the babies—the 
helpless ones whose future lies "in the hands of others and whose 
existence is periled from the time they are entered into these houses. 


The baby farm is the product of necessity, not redeemable in 


any phase; such necessity as exists from the heartlessness of un- 
natural parents or the desire to cover up the disgrace of parents: 
from social shame. A mother whose children prevent her from 
taking a position at work can more easily find a temporary 
shelter for her child in some one of the established kindergartens 
in a large city or an orphanage. The mother or unlawful father who 
consigns an infant which is harshly termed a "badge* of shame" to 
a baby farm can certainly find no reason for sacrificing an innocent 
and irresponsible baby to lingering suffering, hardships and perhaps 
death from any other than a selfish motive. 


By the very nature of the thing a "baby farm" is a secretive 


institution and thoroughly irresponsible for the reason that the 
consignor of a child feels that he or she is receiving a favor which 
must be considered before any legitimate complaint can be laid for 
the treatment of an infant.: 
.:-. New 'York city has made a study of; the situation and failed 
to reach a: successful solution. The best they could do was to enact 
laws regarding the places, the practices and; leave baby farm inspec- 
t&m to the Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Children with 
powers to prosecute any offenders of the law.

•s; Bert Porter, at Nome, with the f >! • 
lowing story from the frozen north: 


James Bayne. who recently returned 


from the Innoko and Kuskokwim re- 
gions In Alaska, brings the st->ry of 
th« terrible death of Al Melhern, who 
suffered nameless agonies for over a 
month before breathing his last. Bayne 
secured the diary of the unfortuna j 
man, written during those last dayaof 
suffering, longing and death. 


Taken with cramps, which develop- 


ed .Into paralysis, Melhern laid on his 
bed for over thirty-five days, the last 
two weeks of which time he was un- 
able to light a fire or secure much 
nourishment. Looking and longing for 
his friend, William Fisher, to come to 
his rescue, was probably all that kept 
him alive, even as Jong as that period. 


To judge from the diary, Fisher was 


a partner farther «p the river, whom 
Mllhern had expected to Join. It was 
learned later that Fisher's failure to 
go to his partner was due to an attack 
of the scurvy.

Madness Among Newly Arrived 


Immigrants Causes Radical 


Federal Action. 


NEW YORK, July 13.—A more rig-Id 


examination of Immigrants Is. to be 
made at Ellis Island for the detection of 
cases of insanity. 
• The government 


has received .reports from hospitals and 
asylums showing an Increased number 
of insanity cases that have developed 
soon after reaching this port. 
There- 
fore the government will add- to the 
regular corps of examining physicla.na 
a staff of expert alienists to pass upon 
the, "doubtful" arrivals. 


Balievue, the medical clearing house 


for the insane poor, records a gradual 
increase in the number of alien patients 
who have been In th.is country less than 
the -prescribed three-year time limit. 
According to the federal regulations, 
any Immigrant becoming mentally af- 
fected Within this period of time is de- 
ported. 
. 


Dr. M. S. Gregory, resident alienist at 


Bellevue, says: 
"I think It would.*oe a 


gbod idea to have mental specialists at 
the foreign ports to observe the condi- 
tion of such cases. 
Even en route it 
might not be a bad idea to have an ex- 
amining physician on board under 
whose personal observation these per- 
sons could come. 
"I think we average from fifty to 
sixty cases a year here of aliens, most- 
ly young women., who have become Jn- 
sane within a short time after landing. 
Ten to 12 per cent of patients who 
come under observation here represent 
aliens who hare been in this country 
leas than four years. 
A large percent- 


age of these patients are young women 
of the peasant class. 
In their own 
country they worked a few hours a 
day. 
They lived In the open air, and 
doubtless many of them had much 
more wholesome food. 


"On arriving in New. York they must 


work or starve. 
Scores of them labor 


from fifteen to twenty hours a day in 
the east siide sweat shops to earn a 
livelihood. Their existence her* la dia- 
metrically opposite to> their days of 
youth and the lives of their ancestors. 
It la not to be wondered at they break 
down under the new and intense strain.. 
To live in the confines of the crowded 
tenements with" their great effort to 
adapt themselves to the stnttige life 
tells forcibly on many, especially those 
who come of an emotional race; 
They 


become melancholy and: lose all mental 
strength, or they turn into maniacs. 


'The same facts apply >to plant and 


animal life as apply to the human 
race," said Dr. Gregory.- 
"When we 
transfer plants from the tropics we do 
It by degrees. 
The same thing we are 


careful to observe in acclimating ani- 
mals of the tropics or the arctics. 
With the human race the mind ,goea 
through the aa,me evolution that the 
body does.

X>pular in many circles as it was several 
months ago. when the fuzzy little stuffed 
animals first appeared in the store win- 
dows, it is thought by many mothers 
and those who hav« made a study oCthe 
conditions of affairs in this mimic doll 
baby land, that the children are gradual- 
ly beginning to forsake the toys for the 
more natural and loving pet, the ordinary 
china, bisque or rag doll. So far as can 
be ascertained, Ihere has been no cam- 
paign waged agit'nst the lltlet creatures, 
but from the aspects of the youngsters 
and women who carry the bears around 
wtih them, it la evident that these so» 
called "nature fakers" are' steadily loos- 
Ing ground. 
Many 
of the Oakland matrons who 
have given the matter considerable at- 
tention declare that the Teddy Be;irs are

CALLS FAD A CRIME. 


It was not long-ago that Rev. Michael 
G.

He stated to his congregation that the

These contracts were let by the West- 


ern Pacific Railroad yesterday for two im- 
portant pieces of terminal work. 
One 


pii'ee la in the northern part of San Fran- 
clsico and the other piece on the Oakland 
water front. These contracts signify tnat 
Gould and his associates are at last ready 
to build their terminals on both sides of 
the bay so as to have them completed 
when the main line of the company be- 
tween Oakland and Bait Lake City shall 
have been finished in the fall of 1908, 
The Western States Construction Com- 
pany, of which H. A. Wliltely is the 
active head, is to grade the company b 
proposed piece ot road from Twenty-filth 
street m the Potrero where it touches 
Islals creek north and northwesterly to 
the corner of Ninth and Brannan streets, 
in San Francisco. 
On this route one 
shoit tunnel will have to be bored through 
the Potrero hills. 
At Islais oreek, along 
Us north shore, the company about two 
years ago paid something like $2,000,000 
tor a number of blocks of land lor ,1 
frelg-ht terminal and extenshe yards. 


WILL. FLOAT CARS ACROSS. 


Car floats will convey cars between 
that point and a freight terminal on the 
Oakland water front alongside of the pro- 
posed passengei terminal adjoining the 
north wall of the Oakland estuary. 
To connect the Islals creek yards with 
a freight depot at a convenient point 
closer to the business district, the com- 
pany before the flre purchased a right of 
way between the creek and Ninth and 
Brannun streets. 
The right of way In- 
cluded blocks and parts of blocks of land 
Later on the Nlntii and Brannan streets 
moperty, In addition td being/used as a 
freight delivery and receiving depot for 
overland and coast business via Oakland, 
will be used for freight and foreign busi- 
ness for the proposed branch line the com- 
pany is to built south to San Jose and 
othisr Santa Clara valley points. 
Ilealey 
& 'Tibbetts are to build a 
freight slip and a passenger Mlp on the 
Oakland water front adpolnlng the nort.i 
wall of the Oakland estuary and dredge 
them to the proper depth. They will also 
prepare the foundations foi the freight 
and passenger structures to be used In 
connection with the slips. 
In addition, 
they are to finish the filling in of th<3 
mole, which is to be 1000 feet wide and 
1000 feet in length 
In' other words, they 
aie to complete everjthing in connection 
with the mole except to lay the tracks on 
it and build the passenger and freight 
structures.

white population Is only about o6,000,000, 
or less than the population of Germany 
The total population 
of 
Australia 
is 
stated to be 4,057,000. 
In. the enormous 
continent of Australia, outside of the 
four cities of Sydney, Melbourne, Ade- 
laide and Brisbane, there are only 2,71V 
000 people. 
In 1905 there were 4,731,000 
people within the jurisdiction 
of 
the 
London 
county 
council. 
Other great 
cities of the empire are Montreal, Toron- 
to, Cape Town, 
Johannesburg, 
Hong- 
kong and Singapore. 
In 1905 the total 
imports of the United Kingdom amounted 
to $3185,000,000, and the total exports to 
SI 620,000,000, while the total exports of 
the empire amounted to 52,245.000,000. The 
total production of the United Kingdom 
amounted in 1905 to 236,000.000 tons, while 
that of all the rest of the empire to- 
gether aggregated only 29,000.000.

Kingdom,

'City Beautiful' Results From Continued 


Improvement of Parks arid Creating 


Anew of Many Thoroughfares. 


Oakland, the city beautiful, I* np< 


becoming one of the beat 'ap- 


pointed municipalities in the United 
States. 


Among recent ,lmpKrrement» Inaug- 


urated under Mayor Mott's regime ha* 
been the purchase of more than thirty 
acres of land for public parks and 
playground*. The total coat of this 
property wai 960,500, which wa» paid 
out of the ordinary revenues of the 
city. Thle Is but a small part of the 
projected purchases for city parking. 
A bond election for $992,00(T has been 
submitted for the purpose. 
Extensive Innovations have been put 


into practice during the past two years 
for the care and improvement of the 
streets., A new and more effective 
sj stem of cleaning and repairing nas 
been inaugurated, tttreet signs have 
been erected on all the principal cor- 
ners, and shade trees have been plant- 
eel at various places throughout the 
city. Opening and wHenlng of streets 
have been facilitated by the passage 
of a new charter amendment, permit- 
ting the proposed Improvements to 
be made at the discretion of the City 
Council 
Thirty miles of streets have 
bren graded, curbed and macadam- 
ized, three miles have ben bitumen- 
Izad, and twenty miles of sidewalks 
have been laid. A new boat landing 
has been constructed at the corner 
of Twentieth and Harrison streets 
Ornamental 
sidewalk 
lamps have 
been erected throughout the business 
section, and more 
than 
200 street 
lights have been Installed throughout 
the city. 


GARBAGE PLANT. 


A recently passed charter amend- 
ment permits the city to construct 
and maintain a plant for burning gar- 
bage. Plans and data for this plant 
are now being secured by a apeclal 
committee appointed by the Mayor. 
Overhead wires will soon be a thin,? 


of the past In the business district. 
The various electrfcci! companies have 
agreed to lay underground conduits 


for the wires, and a new ordinance 
has be£n passed making this 'compul- 
sory. 


Preliminary* planp^have been ar- 
ranged and a site selected for the aalt 
water pumping plant, which will be 
one of the most valuable features of 
Oakland** fire department. 
Two new engine houses liave been 


built, one at Golden Gate and the 
other at Fourteenth 
and 
Magnolia 
streets. A large quantity of new ap- 
paratus has been secured for the de- 
partment, including an automobile for- 
the use of the chief In hastening to 
fires. 


SEWER EXTENSION. 


Relative to sewer extension, the ad- 
ministration submitted a bond election 
for |58S,000, for construction of out- 
let and- intercepting' sewers. 
The 
bonds are sold .at a good premium, 
and some of the sewers are completed. 
Others are in course of completion. 
Furthermore, the inspector's force 
has been increased and a meat, milk 
and market 
Inspection 
established 
that la second to none .In effective- 
ness in the Country. 


One of the grand movements that 
has been completed is the securing of 
an amendment to the charter, permit- 
ting the city to make its own assess- 
ment, thereby Insuring a reasonable 
Income for the next fiscal year, and a 
lower tax rate. 


PLAYGROUNDS. 


Parka and playgrounds, which the 
administration has been most active ,in 
securing, called for a bond election for 
$992,000. This was to purchase lands, 
Improvement of all email parka owned 
by the city, appointment of a super- 
intendent of public parka and five ad- 
ditional gardeners, and a propagating 
house, that the city may raise its own 
plants, making Independence Square, 
for many years unimproved, an at- 
tractive park; purchasing a number of 
drinking fountains; placing a pump-

LANDS TOO RICH FOR 


PHYLLOXERA'S BLOOD 


One of the most valuable viticultural 


discoveries so far made in relation to 
the vine industry in the Sacramento 
Valley is that just announced by W W. 
Mackie, soil expert 
of the 
United 
States Department of Agriculture Mr 
Mackie's headquarters are in Sacra- 
mento. 
He has charge of this work 


in the entire State. The deductions ar- 
rived at by Mr. Mackie after careful 
investigation of the soil conditions of 
the Sacramento Valley me that vines 
grown on ceitain soils, although in- 
fected by phylloxera, are not damaged 
by this disea.se to any noticeable ex- 
tent. This condition is attributed to 
the richness of the soil, which renders 
the vine better able to throw off the 
effects and ravages of the 
disease 
This point is expected to prove of great 
value in all future vineyard develop- 
ment in the Sacramento Valley. As far 
as is so far known this is the only 
grape-growing section wherein such 
conditions have been found to exist In 
speaking of this phase of grape culture 
in the Sacramento Valley Mr. Mackie 
says. 


"It has been 
noted In several In- 
stances that phylloxera has been un- 
able to destroy the vines or even ma- 
terially reduce a crop, even where it 
has been present for ten or twelve 
years. It is safe to say that the rich- 
ness of the 
soil of the 
Sacramento 


Valley will In a large measure offset 
the ravages of this pest. 
It will at 


lease prevent it from acting with mora 
degree of rapidity "

IN SOME POINTS Of TENNIS 


Younger Element in the Game Attribute 


Superiority of the English to 


Professional Referees. 


It Is to the systematizing: of lawn ten- 
nis that players in this 
country have 
turned their attention this eeason. While 
the rules and their general application 
have •each received its quota of atten- 
tion. It is the government and the man- 
agement 
of 
the 
tournament fixtures 
themselves that has held the place of the 
"bone of contention" In the discussions. 
The sequence- of happenings that has 
led up to the tournament urrhngements 
being the present burning question of 
lawn tennis 'began with the almost fruit- 
less search for competitors 
willing to 
sacrifice something for the International 
team and the prospect of returning the 
Dwlght F. Davis cup to this country. 
The difficulty, which WHS experienced 
at once made patent a few really excel- 
lent wlelders of the racket, says,a writ- 
er in the Now York Evening Post. This 
was the, class that might be'expected to 
have sfjne opportunity, on level terms, 
with ttt«, leading Englishmen and the two 
Australians who actually have developed 
their game in England and might prop- 
erly be so designated. 
.With more applications for tournament 


toward all In the tournamants over whlea 
he presides, and the assurance that «v« 
ery detail will be perfectly directed, 
There is another., good reason for th* 
position of the professional referee 
in 
this country, say those who favor the 
plan. It relieves the club committee of 
all the worry and manifold annoyances 
that art«e durin* the week or more of 
the contents.
